The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council for the first time on the 22d April, 1842. 


Act No. —~ of 18192. 


For the better Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 
on the Bombuy Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alrenated by the State. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay of Cominis- 
sions to certain Jageerdars, at the discretion of the 
said Governor in Couneil, by virtue of which such 
Jageerdars shall possess increased powera for collect- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


Itishercby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Governor in Council of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjamdar, Lnamdar, or other person huld- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which has been alienated 
tohim by the State, a Commission confersing upon 
hin authority for the collection of euch Revenue by 
the poMers hereinafter mentioned, or such of them as 
aly tho specified in the Commission in addition to the 
powers now exercisable by law. 


I], And it is hereby enacted, that such Commmis- 
mivsion shall be granted or withheld, and, when grant- 
ed, shall be liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of 
Government, and such Commission may, if the Go- 
vernor in Council of Bombay see fit, include one or 
more Agents of such Jageerdar or other holder of 
tlenated Landa as well as such holder in perso. 


Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
tuch Commission shall have authority to demand se- 
curity for the payment of the Land Revenue, in res- 
pect of the Lands specified in the Commission, and, if 
the eame be not furniahed, to take such precaution as 
the Collector is authorised to take under Section XI. 
Regulation XVIL. of 1827, Bombay Code. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
‘ich Commission shall have authority to send Moahus- 
tus on Defaultera under the Provisions of Clauses 2, 
+4, 5, Seetion XII. Regulation XVII. of 1827, Bom- 

'y Code, provided that one foot Mohussul only be 
*tployed in each case, and that the Mohuasullee sball 
“ue on the enforcement 6f any otter remedy for the 
“lection of the Revenue, except the taking of such 
“curity as aforesaid, 


V. Aad it thereby anacted, that the holder of any 


Commission shall be authorieed t ittagh the pro- 
ty of desk suaking defeult io 8.10 payment of 


such Revenue as aforesaid, making an immediate re- 
port to the Collector or his Assistant of his having 
done so, and should the demand on account of which 
the attachment inay be made appear to the Collector 
or his Assistant to be just, he shall give orders for tha 
sale of such property, and the sale shall be conducted 
agreeably to the Provisions of Clause VIL. Section XII. 
Regulation XVIL. of 1827, Bombay Code, except in 
cases tn which the holder of the Commission by whom 
the attachment has been made shall be a Jageerdar, 
Surinjamdar or Inamdar, vested by Ri gulation XZ. 
of 1830, with Civil jurisdiction and with power to 
execute his own deerees or his Agente, when the 
sale shall be conducted by him, and not by the Cullec- 
tor and his subordinate Revenue Officers. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that if the Revenue 
or rent payable by auy Malgouzar or Ryot to a Jageer- 
dar or other holder of Government alienated lands 
shall heve been fixed by a Government Officer before 
the grant of the Landin Jageer, or if any Mulgoozar or 
Ryot have paid at the same rate on account of any 
land for five years consecutively, or if the rent tendcr- 
ed by any Malgoozar or Ryot be at the usual rate 
payable for the Land according to the custom of the 
Villave and Pergunna as declared by the Koolkurnee 
and other Local Officers of Revi nue, the demand by 
any Jageerdar under cologof this Act of an excess of 
rent beyond the amount due as above provided shall be 
deemed to be extortion, and the person against whom 
such demand shall have been made shall obtain upon 
any judgment being passed after regular or summary 
trial three times the amount of any auch excessive de- 
mand as damages for the same. Provided, however, 
that nothing herein prescribed or contained shall pre- 
venta Japeerdar or other Lakhirejdar from instituting 
a avit in any Court of competent jurisdiction for the 
purpose of establishing his claim to re-asaesa the Lands 
of any Malgoozar or Ryot who may be paying leas 
than the full Juma to which he is justly liable, and 
upon the Jageerdara obtaining a decree adjudging to 
him such power the dedjind made by him under auch 
decree, shall if conforniftle thereto be deemed a legal 
demand for arrears, and ehall be Jevtable by the same 
process as is above provided for other arrears due. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that no Jageerdar 
shall proceed under this Act by arrest or by distraing 
and sale of efficts for any arrear of longer standing 
than one year from the date of instituting such pro- 
CERS. 


VIIL. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
any such Commission as is above described shall be 
Hiable to the same penalty for an exceasive demand of 
Revenue or rent as other Jageerdara, 


IX, And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
process under this Act shall cease on the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing security to pay the amount which 
may be decreed against him with costa and interest in 
a Court competent to try auch suits, provided that 
auch suitsia which any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation X XIX. of 1827, Seotions IN, 
and IV. and by Regulation VII. of 1830, Bombay 
Code, may be the defendant, shall be tried before the 
Collector and his Assistants, Any thing in Regulations 
I and XVI. of 1831, notwithatanding. And any holder 
of any such Commission as aforesaid by himeelf or his 
Agenta proceeding with any compulsory process under 
this Act after the furnishing of auch security as afore- 
said, or after the due tender thereof shall forfeit all the 
Revenue sought to be recovered by such compulsory 
process.

Act No, ——— of 1842, 


An Act concerning payment on uccount of Licenses for 
the Sale of Spirits in the Islands of Bombay and 
Colaba. 


I. Jt is hereby enacted, that whenever a License to 
Retail Spirituous Liquors in the Islands of Bombay 
and Colaba shall be pranted under the Provisions of 
Act XVII of 1840, the Officers granting such Li- 
cenees ehall be anthorized to demand such Fee, Tax, 
or Duty in consideration of the privilege granted as 
may from time to time he fixed by such Officers under 
the sanction of the Governor of Bombay in Council, 
And such Fee, Tax, or Duty may be made payable in 
advance, or at auch periodias may be settled under 
such authority as aforesaid. 


TI. And it is herchy enacted, that it ahall be law- 
ful for the Officers granting such Licenses to withbold 
or recall the same in ease the Fee, Tax, or Duty 
aforesaid be not duly paid according to the conditions 
upon which any such License shall be granted. And 
Any person vending Spirttuons Liguora within the 
Jsjands aforesaid whil-t such Ticense shall be with- 
held, or after it shall have been recalled as aforesaid 
shall be lable to all the penalties for vending Spi- 
rituous Liquors without a License.

An Act for annexing to the British Territery certoin 
Villages belonging to the late Nepanee Jagherr, and 
acquisitions by erchange from the Sattara State, 
and for bringing under the Regulations an dnam 


Village of Purgunna Yelloor. 


Whereas the Villages lately composing the Ne. 
panee Jagheer have lapsed to Government, and it has 
been deemed desirable, in order tothe better conso- 
lidation and management of the British and Sattara 
territories, ta exchange certain Villages for mutual 
convenience, and whereas the Village of Deapoor, in 
Pergunna Yelloor, though held in Inatn under the 
British Government has nat yet been brought under 
the Regulations. 


It is hereby enacted, that from the time of passing 
this Act, eo much of Regulation XXIX. of 1897 
and Regulation VII. of 1830, as relates to the under- 
mentioned seven Villages, viz.

An Act for the better Regulation of Military Bazars, 
and defining the liabilities of Camp followers. 


I. tis hereby enacted, that no person residing 
within the limits of any Military Cantonment shall be 
alowed fo recover, in any Military Court of R+ quests 
fur tae Native Troops of the East India Company, held 
within such Cantonment, any debt contracted in the 
way of trade, or for the loan of money within such 
Car’onment, by uny person subject to the jurisdiction 
of such Court, unless the person secking to recover the 
debt, shall, at the time of the contracting thereof, have 
been registered as a Military Bazarman within such 
Cantonment, 

II. And it ig hereby declared, that the several 
descriptions of persons apecified in Regulation XX. of 
1810, of the Bengal Code, Sections 2, 4 and 22, shall 
be subject to the provisions of Acts No. XI. of 1844, 
and No. XXVIII. of 1841, in like manner as enlisted 
Soldiers.

I. Itie hereby enacted, that no person shall throw, 
or depot, or cause to be thrown or depostted any 
offensive matter or thing whatever on any open space 
of ground contiguous to avy public thoroughfare on

I]. Aud it is hereby enacted, that the owner or 
accupier of every such open space shall on a written 
order from the Court of Petty Sessions for such 
purpose forthwith eaclose the same with a fence or 
Wall, and in default thereof for the space of ten 
days the gail Court shall cause such enclosure to be 
made, and the expense thereof eball be defrayed by 
the Municipal Fund, and the said owner or occupier 
shall be liable tu a penalty not exceeding twice the 
amount su expended, 


Hi]. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the eaid Court of Petty Sessions to order 
and direct, that proper and suitable diains or gutters 
forthe conveyance of wastage, water, filth and other 
offensive matter proceeding from the houses or pre- 
mixes Of any of the inhabitants or occupiers thereof, 
shall be Made aud built by the owners of such honses 
in kuch manner av the said Court of Petty Sessions 
shall direct, and upon their failing so to do, and alsa 
tokeep the same in repair for the space of ten days 
after notice of euch purpose, the sxid Court may 
Cauge kuch drains or gutters to he built or repsired, 
and the expense thereof shall be defrayed out of the

Sccupier of any house of tenant having/a privy erect- 
ed upon hia premises shall have such privy shut out 
by 8 sufficient wail or fenog from the view of persons 
Paesing by, 
Ve And it te hereby enacted, that every privy, 
tink, drain, water coutees, compound, yard, lane or 
Pasage adjaining or belonging to avy house or pre- 
meee shall be Aept glean by the owners or occupiers 
thereof, so that the same sball not bopome a public 
nusaAce,” 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall 
throw or deposit any filth or rubbish on the roof, or 
weather boards of any buildings, or suspend therefrom 
any article whatever eo as to project over any atreet or 
public thoroughfare, Nor shall any person bathe or 
wash any animal or clothes, or throw any offensive 
matter, or thing whatever in or into uny of the public 
tanks or wells asd: fined by Proclamation to be 
Public save and except, aud ‘that the Governor in 
Council is heaehy empowered trom time to time hy 
Proclamation to declare what tauks or wells ehall be 
deemed Public, and also which of such Public tanks 
or wells may be used for the purposes of bathing and 
wavhing linen therein, 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the Court of Petty Sessions to require any per- 
Bon, owner or tenant, keeping a public brothel or 
lodging house for Prostitutes, or divordetly character 
of any deseription in any of the more public roads or 
streets of Bombay and Colaba to shut up the same ar 
to remove such tenants from the premises, and on his 
failing to do so within the time specified in a notice to 
be given to him for that purpose, he shall be deemed 
to have offended against the provision of this Act. 

VITT Audit is hereby enacted, that no person 
shall keep a Coffee Shop, Eating House, or any place 
of publie resort, other than alegally heensed ‘Favern or 
Spirit Shop, without tie permission or heense ot the 
Court of Petty Sessions, which Court ia hereby em- 
powered to grant such permission or license ip writing, 


and which may be revoked by the said Court on good 
aud sufficient cause. 


IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all offenere 
against this Act shall be summarily inquired into and 
decided by the Court of Petty Sessions, and every 
offence for which there is not a special penalty shall be 
punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred 
Rupees, 

X. And itis hereby enacted, that all fines imposed 
under this Act shall be paid into the General Treasury 
for the benefit of the Municipal Fund.

1814, that when a single Judge 
of the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, trying a case in 
Appeal, regular or special, from any Subordinate 
Court, shall be of oninion that the decision appeal- 
ed from ought to be reversed or altered, he shall 
always call in two other Judges of the Court to sit 
with him, and that the Appeal shall be then heard 
by the three Judges sitting together, and be decided 
by them without any additional voices.

Act No, —— oF 1842, 


An Act to regulate the Sittings of the Courts of 
Sudder Dewanny Adawlut. 


I. Ivis hereby enacted, in modification of Section 
16, Regulition XXV. 1814, that when a single Judge 
of the Sudder D.wanny Adawlut, trying a case ia 
Appeal, regular or special, from any Subordinate 
Court, shall be of oninion that the decision appeal. 
ed trom ought to be reversed or altered he shall 
always call in two other Judges of the Court to sit 
with him, and that the Appesl shall be then heard 
by the three Juiges sitting together, and be decided 
by them without any additional voices. In such 
cases the decree or final order shall be signed by the 
three Judges, if they agree together; bnt, if one of 
them dissent from the view taken by the majority, by 
the two Juiges who agrce together, und the signature 
of the third Judge shall not be considered requisite, 
but his opinion shall be recited in the decree or final 
order, 


I]. Provided that the above rule shall not be ap- 
plicable to aummary appeals, or to appeals in miscel- 
laneous cases, nur shall it be held to interfere with 
the powers ofa single Judge of the Sudder Dewanny 
Adawlut, under Clause 2, Section 2, Regulation 1X.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council for the firat time on the Sd of June 1842. 


Act No —— or 1842 


An Act for-requlating the Emigration of the Native Inha- 
bitants of the Territories undrr the Government of the 
East India Company to the Island of Mauritius. 


I. Whereas it hath been ordered hy the Queen's Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice of Her Najes- 
ty's Privy Council, as follows :

Prhoreas itis probable that the Laws now in force in 
British India for preventing the emigration of the Inhabi- 
tants thereof to Her Majesty’s Colonial Possessions will be 
shortly repealed so far as regards emigration to the Island 
of Mauritius, and that such last mentioned emigration will 
be sanctioned by Laws to be for that purpose enacted in 
India, subject to various provisions to be in auch Laws made 
fur the protection of such Emigrants, and for the preven- 
tion of abuses. And whereas it is probable that amongst 
the provisions so to be made, ag last aforesaid, will be a 
provision for enabling the Governor General of India to ni 
point at porte or places in India, Officers charged with the 
care, protection and auperintendonce of all persons propos- 
ing to emigrate as T.sbourers from India to Mauritius, 
And whereas it is probable that provision will be made by 
Law at Mauritius for defraying from the public Revenue of 
that Island the expense of ip rocoene emigration thither 
from British India. And whereas it 1s necessary that 
effectual provision should be made by Law at Mauritius for 
regulating any such expenditure, aod for the prevention of 
abuses in the intreduction of Emigrants from British Incia

Ist. The Governor of Mauritius may from time to time 
nominate such persons as he shall see fit to act as Emigra- 
tion Agents at any port or place in India, while the Gover- 
nor Goneral of India may designate as a port or place for 
the embarkation of Emigrant@ to Mauritius, and may aleo 
from time to time nominate a proper person to act as Pro- 
tector of Immigrants at Mauritius :~~ 


2nd. The remuneration to be given to any such Agent 
ia India, shall not depend upon or be regulated by the 
number of the Emigrants sent to Mauritius by him, but 
shall be in the nature of an annual salary. 


3rd, Every such Emigration Agent shall ascertain by 
personal communication with every Emigrant previous! 
to his or her embarkation from the port or plice for which 
such Agent shall be appointed, that such Evnigrant has not 
been induced to emigrate by any fraud, false nor unrea- 
sonable expectation, and is aware of the distance of 
Manritius from the place where he or she is about to 
emigrate ; and such Avent shall explain the real advante 
ages likely to be derived by such Emigrants from a re. 
moval to Mauritius, at the same time cautioning such 
Emigrant against unreasonable and unwarrantable expecta. 
tions ; and such Agent shall also ascertain that every such 
Emigrant ia in good health, and not incapacitated from 
lubour by old age, bodily infirmity, or disease. . 


4th. Itshall not be lawful to ship on board of any Ship 
or Vessel carrying Emigranta from India to Mauritius, 
any number of Passengers exceeding the proportion of one 
person for every two Tons of the Registered burthen of 
such Ship or Vessel, and nosuch Ship or Vessel carrying 
Emigrants, and having more than one Deck, shall have leas 
than the height of six feet at the least between Decks, 
and in case anch Ship or Vessel shall have only one Deck, 
a Platform shall be laid beneath such Deck, and in such 
manner as to afford a space of the height of aix feet at the 
least, and that such Platform shall not be so laid as that 
the lower beams shall project above the same, and that 
no such Ship or Vessel shall have more than two tiers of 
berths, and that no such Ship or Vessel’ shall carry 
Passengers on any such voyage to Mauritius unless there 
shall be an interval of six inches at least between the 
Deck or Platform, and the floor-of the lower tier through- 
out the whole extent thereof; and whatever may be the 
Tonnage of the Ship or Vessel, no greater number of 
Passengers shall be taken on board of such Ship or Vessel 
than shall be after the rate of one such person for every 
twelve superficial feet uf the lower Deok or Platform, 
unoccupied by goods or stores, not being the personal 
luggage of such persons.

With reference to the deatrable object of preventing 
disputes and Jaying down some defined system re- 
garding the circulating medium in this Settlement, 
His Excellency Sir Henty Pottinger, Bt, Her Ma-
